An act prescribing a color and label for gasoline receptacles. 
SEC I ION 1, Be it enacted by the people of the State of Illinois 
represented in the general assembly that all receptacles for gaso- 
line used in the retad trade shall be red and shall he lain led 
gasoline, in letters of a contrasting color, and of a height of not 
less than one-half inch and it shall he unlawful, in such retail 
trade or anything pretaining there to, to put gasolene into any 
receptacle of any other color than red, or not labeled as above 
required.
